41. (Currently amended) The method of claim 40 A wherein said affective disorder is 
depression.

43. (Previously presented) A method of treating an anxiety disorder in a patient in 
need of such treatment, comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of a 
compound of claim 17 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable acid addition salt thereof to 
said patient, to treat said anxiety disorder.

47. (Previously presented) A method of treating an affective disorder in a patient in 
need of such treatment, comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of a 
compound of claim 38 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable acid addition salt thereof to 
said patient, to treat said affective disorder. 

48. (Currently amended) The method of claim 47 A wherein said affective disorder is 
depression. 

49. (Currently amended) The method of claim 47 A wherein said patient is a human. 

50. (Previously presented) A method of treating an anxiety disorder in a patient in 
need of such treatment, comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of a 
compound of claim 38 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable acid addition salt thereof to 
said patient, to treat said anxiety disorder. 

51. (Currently amended) The method of claim 50 A wherein said anxiety disorder is 
selected from the group consisting of general anxiety disorder, social anxiety disorder, 
post traumatic stress disorder, obsessive compulsive disorder, panic disorder, panic 
attacks, specific phobias, social phobia and agoraphobia. 

52. (Currently amended) The method of claim 50 x wherein said patient is a human.
